NEW YORK (AP) - Year 


after year we used rigid stand- 
ards for weight and content, 
among other things, but when it 
comes to the economy we use 
an unstable standard that can

I have always tried to 


stress optimal levels in all 
f a c e t s of living. Avoiding 
obesity or fat stores is im- 
p o r t a n t, particularly for 
adults. Young people should 
not get excessively fat but 
active, growing bodies need 
food energy, not starvation. 


I must respectfully but 


strongly disagree with the 
advice that a 
psychiatrist 


wouldn't help. You have got- 
ten into a vicious cycle that 
may ruin your life without 
competent professional help. 
There are basic reasons why 
young people react as you 
have. You are probably not 
aware of what factors are 
responsible for your preoccu- 
p a t i o n with y o u r body 
weight. 


The factors you think are 


important are most likely not 
the real cause. You will need 
professional help to under- 
stand your problems and it 
may take some time for you 
to work through them. The 
end result will be an oppor- 
tunity for a normal, happy, 
healthy life. I don't think 
you can realize this goal un- 
less you work out your prob- 
lems with a skilled psychia- 
trist. 


Ask your doctor to refer 


you to a psychiatrist or call 
the county medical society 
yourself and ask for recom- 
mendations for a psychia- 
trist in your area. If all else 
fails, get a new doctor. Your 
life, health and happiness is 
at stake. This is too impor- 
tant to ignore. I hope all 
young girls who are templed 
to go on crash diets will 
learn something from your 
problem and not get into the 
same difficulties.

mide trial without a formal ver- 
dict but said it was convinced 
that the drug was responsible 
for the epidemic of malformed 
infants a decade ago. 


Judge Benno Dietz, reading a 


30-page 
explanation 
of 
the 


court's ruling, said there was a 
definite correlation between the 
marketing of the drug in West 
Germany from 1957 to 1961 and 
the thousands of babies born 
during those years with mal- 
formed or missing limbs. 


The judge also held thalido- 


mide responsible for causing 
nerve damage in some adult 
users. 


It was the longest trial in 


West German history.

Rock hotel and were to resume 
deliberations this morning. 


Bruce, a Negro, is on trial for 


his life on a charge of raping 
two young white women on the 
night of May 29 on a sandbar 
on the Arkansas Rver. Five 
other Negro youths are also 
charged in the alleged assault, 
but they are to be tried later. 


Bruce denied Wednesday that 


he raped either of the women. 
He said the police had beaten 
to obtain a written confession.

Kidnapers 
Demand 70 
Released

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) - 


The kidnapers of Swiss Ambas- 
sador Giovanni Bucher have 
submitted a list of 70 prisoners 
they want released as ransom, 
and Brazil's president met with 
his cabinet today to consider its 
authenticity. 


The list was delivered to a 


news agency after an anony- 
mous telephone tip Friday and 
was then turned over to the gov- 
ernment of President Emilio 
Garrastazu Medici. Along with 
the list was a note that said 
Bucher, kidnaped Dec. 7, would 
be freed unharmed after the 
prisoners arrived either in Cuba 
or Algeria. 


Authorities said privately that 


they were holding talks with the 
Algerian and Chilean embassies 
to arrange political asylum for 
the prisoners and to fly them 
out of Brazil. Brazil does not 
have diplomatic relations with 
Cuba, but Chile does. 


The list of prisoners included: 


Nancy Mangabeira Unger, a 
Brazilian- American accused of 
plotting the kidnap of a U.S. 
consul; 
Jean-Marc 
von 
der 


Weid, a Swiss-Brazilian; Jorge 
Medeiros Do Vale, a banker 
turned terrorist; and Rholine 
Sonde Cavalcanti Silva, the first 
Brazilian in recent years sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment for 
terrorism. 


The lack of such a list had 


been an obstacle in negotiations 
for the diplomat's release. The 
kidnapers had previously re- 
fused to provide one unless the 
government stated publicly that 
it was willing to make the ex- 
change. 


The note made no mention of 


other previous demands by the 
terrorists, which had included 
publication of a revolutionary 
manifesto and free passage on 
Rio suburban trains during ne- 
gotiations.

But 
the chief delegates expressed 
determination to keep working 
toward an agreement. 


The Strategic Arms Limita- 


tion Talks, or SALT, resume in 
Vienna in March. 


"We trust that history will 


also judge that our work here 
has been of benefit to humani- 
ty," said U.S. disarmament en- 
voy Gerard C. Smith. 


Soviet Minister Vladimir Se- 


menov termed the discussions 
held in elsinki for the past sev- 
en weeks "useful." 


Smith said the two delegations 


"have continued to set forth 
their views." 


"We look forward to the con- 


tinuation of our common efforts 
in Vienna," he declared. 


The talks are now a year old, 


and U.S. officials in Washington 
say that there has been neither 
notable progress nor setbacks. 
They report that the Soviets 
have still not made a fullscale 
response to a missile-limitation 
package proposed by the United 
States last summer. 


Washington's hopes have been 


raised by reports, however, that 
the Russians have slowed down 
the installation of their big SS9 
rockets. But no agreement to re- 
duce the superpowers' arsenals 
of strategic nuclear missiles is 
expected for many months at 
best. U.S. experts say the issues 
are too complex for speedy ne- 
uotiatiun. 


6/000 GIs 
Coming Home 
Christmas 
SAIGON (AP) — As many as 


6,000 American servicemen are 
spending Christmas at home un- 
der the new leave policy for 
troops in Vietnam, the U.S. 
command said today. 


Pan American World Airways 


and World Airways are running 
low-cost charter flights to Oak- 
land, Calif., and to New York 
for servicemen who want to go 
home for 14 days under the new 
program. A round trip to the 
Coast 
costs 
?3&u, com- 


pared with a regular one-way 
economy fare of about $510. 


"Charter flights are allocated 


to all military regions in Viet- 
nam based on troop strength," a 
U.S. spokesman 
said. "That 


way the man in the boondocks 
will get a chance to go home." 


He said some GIs are also 


going home on regular commer- 
cial flights and by hitching rides 
on military planes. 


"A lot of guys won't want to 


go," 
the 
spokesman 
said. 


"There is no way to anticipate 
how many will not take advan- 
tage of the leave policy and re- 
duced fares." 


He said some men are sched- 


uled for rest and recuperation 
leaves, or R and R, at cities in 
Southeast 
Asia 
during 
the 


Christmas holidays. 


The new leave program went 


into effect last month. The two- 
week leave it offers is in addi- 
tion to the five to seven days of 
R and R that every GI in Viet- 
nam gets during his one-year 
tour in the war zone. 


When a serviceman goes on R 


and R, his transportation to and 
from such places as Hong Kong, 
Bangkok and Hawaii is paid by 
the military. But when he goes 
home for leave under the new 
policy, he normally has to make 
his own arrangements. 


Servicemen on leave are eligi- 


ble to travel to the United States 
on military aircraft when space 
is available, but they must have 
a return commercial ticket to 
ensure they are back in Viet- 
nam on time. 


Many GIs won't be able to go 


home for Christmas because 
they can't afford the fare. But 
many others due to be dis- 
charged during the Christmas- 
New Year period are being re- 
leased early to get them home 
for the holidays. 


Rep. Mills 
Bjocks New 
Aid Plan

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ate sources say the Nixon ad- 
ministration knows its welfare 
reform pLrn is dead for this ses- 
sion of Congress but still is in- 
sisting on a Senate vote to test 
sentiment for the measure. 


This was the word from those 


attending a closed Senate meet- 
ing Friday at which leaders at- 
tempted to settle some of the 
controversies which have tied 
the upper house in knots in the 
closing days of the session. 


Backers of President Nixon's 


welfare reform proposal— the 
family assistance plan— finally 
succeeded in getting it before 
the Senate as an amendment to 
a bill raising Social Security 
benefits. 


Through a parliamentary ma- 


neuver, the welfare plan dis- 
placed a measure— also tied to 
the Social ^Security proposal- 
limiting shoe and textile im- 
ports. 


But there still is no indication 


the Social Security hikes or the 
welfare plan will come to a vote 
before the 91st Congress expires 
Jan. 3. 


It was learned the closed Sen- 


ate session was told that even if 
the welfare plan were adopted, 
it would be a meaningless ges- 
ture because the Social Security 
bill cannot be passed in the time 
remaining. 


"It is sheer hypocrisy for us 


to continue with this bill when 
we know it is not going to be- 
come law," said Sen. John J. 
Williams, R-Del. 


• 
"We hold out to the old people 


the promise they are going to 
get a 10 per cent increase in 
their Social Security. We talk as 
if a new welfare plan is going to 
be adopted which will pay more 
money and cover more people. 


"And we know all the time 


none of this is going to come to 
pass this year," Williams said. 


The final straw was word 


from Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, D- 
Ark., chairman of the House 
Ways and Means 
Committee, 


that he would not consider the 
catch-all Social Security bill— 
with the amendments on foreign 
trade, welfare and numerous 
other matters — even if it were 
to clear the Senate. 


But there ar« indications Sen- 


ate leaders are not about to cut 
off debate on Social Security 
and welfare. 


The reason, apparently, is 


that Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield and Republican Lead- 
er Hugh Scott feel they have a 
commitment to Nixon to get a 
vote on family assistance. 


The administration wants this 


Senate vote, it was understood, 
as a precedent to help with a re- 
vived welfare plan in the new 
Congress convening next month.

NEW YORK (AP) — As those 


analysts of consumer buying at- 
titudes express it, you are lack- 
ing in confidence these days, 
disenchanted with the economic 
environment and its impact on 
your job and wages. 


You fear inflation and rising 


unemployment, and so you are 
banking your money rather than 
spending it, a finding that is 
documented by a savings rate 
that remains near an historic 
high of 7.5 per cent of take 
home pay. 


But according to one of the 


most esteemed of the consumer 
pollsters, something 
is very 


wrong about the way you're an- 
alyzing the situation. 


"The press is responsible," 


said Albert Sindlinger. 


"The press is holding back the 


economic recovery," said Sind- 
linger, whose crew of telephone 
interviewers in Norwood, Pa., 
constantly monitor consumer at- 
titudes in every area of the 
country. 


"The press is always hesitant 


to report an economic downturn 
and generally remains pessimis- 
tic whejp, a, recovery.is Already 
under way. 


"I don't mean this as any re- 


flection on the abilities of the 
press," Sindlinger added. "In 
fact, the press is doing its job 
well, accurately reporting the 
economic statistics released in 
Washington." 


Then what is the criticism? 


"The figures they report are 
old," he said. "Those govern- 
ment figures that everyone re- 
lies upon are released weeks 
after they are gathered. They 
don't reflect existing 
condi- 


tions." 


Sindlinger noted that pessi- 


mism spread early this week 
after the government announced 
that industrial output slid in No- 
vember for the fourth month in 
a row. "But that was in Novem- 
ber, not December," he said. 


Sindlinger maintains that his 


polls of consumer expectations 
regarding jobs, local business 
conditions and personal income 
accurately forecast changes in 
the economy by about 
five 


months. 


Last June and July, he says, 


consumers really got into a 
glum mood about their future, 
indicating to him that a low 
point in the economic downturn 
was due to be reached in No- 
vember. Since then, he adds, 
their expectations have been 
rising.

throughout the day Thursday 
with key Apollo officials to dis- 
cuss the readiness of the Saturn 
5 rocket, the spaceships, launch 
operations, tracking, recovery 
forces, the astronauts and other 
phases. 


"We had a very thorough re- 


view," Petrone reported. "All 
elements appear ready at this 
time to support the Jan. 31 
launch date." 


Among those who participated 


in the review were the three as- 
'ronauts who will fly the Apollo 
14 mission, Alan B. Separd Jr., 
Stuart A. Roosa and Edgar D. 
Mitchell. 


Clean Air 
for 1970's 
Promised

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon has been handed a 
stringent antipollution bill its 
chief congressional sponsor says 
promises "clean air to breathe 
in the 1970s" and critics claim 
could shut down the auto indus- 
try. 


The 
compromise 
measure, 


which passed both Houses of 
Congress by a voice vote Fri- 
day, sets Jan. 1,1975, as the tar- 
get date for dramatically reduc- 
ing the level of harmful emis- 
sions from new car exhausts. 


Auto industry executives say 


they can't meet the deadline. A 
house-Senate conference com- 
mittee included a compromise 
provision allowing a one-year 
extension of the deadline if the 
industry proves it's trying to 
find the technology to make pol- 
lution-free cars. 


There was no immediate indi- 


cation if Nixon would sign the 
measure which also authorizes 
$1 billion to fight pollution over 
the next three years and pro-

against a variety of private and 
public polluters. 


But before the bill left the 


Senate there was discussion of a 
letter from Secretary of Health 
Elliot 
L. Richardson which 


asked the conferees to grant 
more time for the industries to 
improve their antipollution tech- 
nology. 


The secretary will be respon- 


sible for deciding if the 1975 
deadline will be extended. 


Sen. Thomas F. Eagletbn, D- 


Mo., said the letter represented 
§n effort«-%o^: undercut^the 
strong Seriate bill" and dis- 
played "the administration's ob- 
vious sympathy with the auto 
makers." 


Administration supporters de- 


fended the letter as a legitimate 
effort by Richardson to present 
his views, but the bill's sponsor 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Maine, said the letter didn't ar- 
rive until six weeks after the 
conference took up the bill. 


The measure requires auto 


makers to cut back by 90 per 
cent the amount of harmful em- 
issions shooting out the tailpipes 
of 1970 model cars. 


Muskie said he realizes "it is 


the used-car population of this 
country that causes the prob- 
lem," but said, "If we are to 
deal with the used-car problem, 
we need the new-car deadlines." 


Marijuana 
Builds Up 
in Tissues 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Mari- 


juana smokers may become 
more and more sensitive—psy- 
chologically and physically—to 
the weed as its chemical by- 
products build up in bodily tis- 
sues, a Public Health Service 
research team says. 


But the scientists, labeling 


their study an early step "in a 
series of 10,000 steps that may 
have to be taken," emphasized 
they cannot say if pot smoking 
is harmful to humans. 


The experiments involved in- 


jecting THC, the major ingre- 
dient of marijuana, into the 
bloodstream of a man and two 
women who didn't smoke mari- 
juana. 


The researchers said THC, or 


delta- 9-tetrahydrocannabinoln, 
lingered in the bloodstream for 
more than three days and by- 
products persisted for eight 
days. 


This may indicate, the scien- 


tists said, that marijuana resi- 
dues build up in such bodily tis- 
sues as the lungs and brain! 


"If, indeed, THC is bound in 


lung, then in man, this would be 
even more significant since in- 
halation is the usual route of ad- 
ministration," said the report to 
the professional journal "Sci- 
ence." 


The four researchers from the 


National Institute of Mental 
Health include Dr. Julius Axel- 
rod, co-winner of the 1970 Nobel 
prize in medicine.
